Ind ianap o lis, Jan. 18.—Led by cer­ 
tain o f the ed u catio nal interests o f the 
state, a fight is being mad e against the 
bill intro d u ced by Senato r Ballo u to 
rep eal, in effect, the teachers’ mini­ 
mu m wage law’. This bill p ro p o ses to 
abo lish that p ro v isio n which makes it 
a crime fo r a to wnship tru stee to hire 
a teacher at less than a certain wage 
fix ed by law. It is u nd ersto o d the bill 
is slated fo r d eath in the senate co m­ 
mittee o n ed u catio n. 
Senato r Ballo u 
say s this law has wo rked a hard ship 
in many to wnship s o f the state be­ 
cau se o f the fact that it p ro v id es a 
d efinite minimu m wage. 
In many 
p laces, he say s, tru stees hav e been 
inclined to make the minimu m the 
max imu m wage lawr. It is p o inted o u t 
that this is nearly alway s the case 
when an attemp t is mad e by law to 
establish a minimu m wage rate in any 
line o f serv ice. 
Senato r Ballo u also 
has intro d u ced a bill p ro v id ing fo r the 
electio n o f co u nty scho o l su p erintend ­ 
ents by the p eo p le. 
A hill that seeks to say “ good-by ’ to 
the roller towel, the short bed sheet, 
stale bed linen and the common drink­ 
ing cup, as well as to provide for a sys­ 
tem of inspection of hotels, office build­ 
ings and the like, will be introduced in 
the house by Representative Adam of 
Indianapolis. 
Adam is a traveling 
salesman. 
He says he has consulted 
the laws of Illinois and Nebraska, and 
has taken parts of his bill from stat­ 
utes in force in those states. The gov- I 
ernor. under the proposed bill, would 
appoint a hotel inspector to hold office 
for two years, at an annual salary not 
to ex ceed $2.000. 
On the theory that the supreme 
court of the state will give the city of 
IndianaiMilis a clear title to the old 
Arsenal grounds and bu ild ings in Fast 
Michigan street, formerly occupied by 
the Technical Institute, Representative 
Keegan has presented the Indianapolis 
school board’s bill to the legislature 
providing for the establishment by 
the city of a vocational and trades 
school there. 
The bill authorizes a 
bond issue of $300,000 for trade schools 
and manual training purposes. 


Ne w Re gis tra tion Bill. 


A bill for the registration of voters, 
which is meant to simplify the present 
registration system and make it less 
ex pensive, was introduced in the sen­ 
ate by Senator Glenn Van Atiken of 
Auburn. 
The indorsement of Gover­ 
nor Marshall has been given to the 
bill, as it was prepared with his know­ 
ledge after Attorneys Henry Warrnm 
and W. H. Thompson had made an in- 
vestigation of the present law and its 
operation. 
The main feature of this 
bill is its provision that a general reg­ 
istration of voters shall take place 
| only once every eight years instead of 
in every year of a general election, as 
under the present law. Ex cept in city 
elections, a voter who does not move 
I from his precinct will not have to reg­ 
ister more than once in eight years. 
In most other respects the bill follows 
closely the present law. 
j 
Representative Patton of Bedford 
j has introduced 
in the house a bill 
which seeks to raise the amount of 
mortgage ex emption from $» 00, as now 
i provided, to $1,200. 
The hill also pro­ 
vides that any person holding under a 
contract of purchase and making peri­ 
odical payments on property and pay­ 
ing the tax es thereon, shall he enti­ 
tled to the same ex emption, but in this 
case the owner of the property shall 
not be entitled to any ex emption. 
All 
tax es allowed by the ex emption in 
such case, the Patton bill provides, 
shall he credited to the person holding 
under a contract to purchase. 


Ma nufa c ture rs Fighting It. 


The 
Indiana 
Manufacturers 
and 
Shippers asosciation has begun a fight 
against the bills in the house which 
provide for an eight-hour work day for 
women. At a meeting of this associa­ 
tion here views were ex pressed that 
this hill would practically ruin many 
laundries, overall and shirtwaist fac­ 
tories, confectionairies and department 
stores, whose employes are principally 
women, and, therefore, would come 
within the provisions of the bills. 
The Indiana Forestry association bill 
has been introduced by Senator Sulli­ 
van of Marion county, in the senate. 
It provides for the organization of for­ 
estry associations throughout Indiana 
for the purpose of establishing and 
maintaining forests. Charles W. Fair­ 
banks is president of the Indiana For­ 
estry association, and the bill was pre­ 
pared under his direction. 
It will be necessary for all persons 
carrying revolvers to obtain permis­ 
sion to do so from the judge of the 
circuit court, if a bill w’hich has been 
prepared by Senator Kolsem of Terro 
Haute becomes a law. 
This bill will 
provide that all dealers in weapons 
must obtain licenses and keep accur­ 
ate records of the names and ad­ 
dresses of all purchasers of revolvers.

Distress In Lower Ohio Valley 


Is Acute. 


Ev ansv ille, Ind., Jan. 18.—According 
to A1 Brand, gov ernment forecaster, 
relief from the flood conditions in the 
lower Ohio riv er v alley, which hav e 
driv en hundreds of families from their 
homes, may not come b efore the en I 
of next week. 
The slow decline at 
Cincinnati and Louisv ille, coupled with 
the steady rain throughout the low'er 
v alley, will prob ab ly keep the riv er 
here at its present lev el until next 
Wednesday or Thursday, and then the 
rate of recession will b e v ery slowu 
Activ e relief among the v ictims of 
the flood is b eing continued b y the city 
authorities. 
Back water is cov ering 
new districts and an increasingly v ex­ 
atious prob lem is the wTater poured 
into hitherto dry territory b y sewers. 
The upper residence 
district along 
Parrett and Minor streets, in this city, 
which has b een protected b y a lev ee 
in other high waiters. is now' inundat­ 
ed from sew'er ov erflow. 
Sewers are 
making more troub le in the remote 
Washington and Linwood av enue sec­ 
tions, where cellars are filled and 
scores of furnaces hav e b een put out 
of commission. 
There is no ab ate­ 
ment in the flood distress in the upper 
district around Rockport and Cannel- 
ton, w here rail communication is ab an­ 
doned and telephone communication is 
conducted with difficulty. 
Telephones 
across the riv er hav e b een swept down 
b y floating drift. 
Mayor Heilman said he had no fur­ 
ther suggestion to offer in regard to 
state aid b eyond that the state might 
meet the cost of patrol b oats and men 
to take care of them. The city is ab le, 
he b eliev es, to handle the food ques­ 
tion. 


That Some Drastic Recommendations 


W ill Be Made to Congress as the Re­ 


sult of Searching 
Investigation Is 


Established b y Circumstances Which 


Have Cropped Out During Progress 


of the Extended Inquiry. 


Washington. Jan. 
18.—So far as 
stock exchanges and clearing houses 
are concerned, the Pujo inv estigating 
committee of the house has complet­ 
ed its inv estigations. 
It has also 
gone practically as far as it is ab le, 
under its present authority, in the in­ 
v estigation of the concentration of 
money and credit. 
The life of the 
committee will expire with the ending 
of the present session of congress and 
the inv estigators are going to sub mit 
a report b efore that occurs. 
From the dev elopment thus far it is 
already certain that the committee will 
recommend the incorporation of all 
stock exchanges and clearing houses. 
It has also b een clearly indicated in 
the pub lic record that the committee 
will seek to effect a regulation of the 
New' York stock exchange through the 
power wielded b y the federal gov ern­ 
ment in control of 
the mails and 
through federal superv ision of tele­ 
graphic communication as interstate 
commerce. 
The rules w'hich the committee has 
in mind hav e b een indicated from time 
to time in the course of the hearings. 
One of these is a prohib ition against 
stock manipulation, the giv ing of b uy­ 
ing and selling orders b y the same per­ 
son at ab out the same time, and other 
practices resorted to in the creation 
of artificial prices. 
When it comes to recommendations 
affecting the concentration of b ank­ 
ing resources, the record of the pro­ 
ceedings discloses pretty clearly the 
suggestions which the committee has 
in mind. One of these is that full pub ­ 
licity shall b e giv en to assets of na­ 
tional b anks with exception of loans. 
As to this recommendation opinion has 
differed among b ankers. 
Jacob H. 
Schiff was in fav or of the fullest pub ­ 
licity, while George F. Baker thought 
it detrimental to the b usiness of the 
country. 
The question of minority representa­ 
tion on the b oards of financial as well 
as interstate commerce corporations 
is another suggestion almost certain 
to b e adopted b y the committee. The 
committee will adjourn to Feb , 25 to 
consider its report. Some further for­ 
mal documentary proof may then b e 
Introduced to b e emb odied in the re­ 
port.
